At Springfield. 


Chicago Inter-Ocean: There is one 


thing perfectly obvious in the light of 
the recent Republican conference in 
Chicago. No slate baa been made up to 
be forced upon the convention of June 
24 The indications all point to the re- 
nomination of Professor Edwards as Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction by 
acclamation, but that ia not the result of 
any dicker. The Professor hag nothing 
to trade with. The office he holds is non- 
pohtical, and he has no strength of a 
strictly political character. He belongs 
to no faction and has no skill in hustling. 


The only political nomination to be 


made is that of State Treasurer, and no 
disposition has been shown to work up a 
boom or a trade for any one. The nomi- 
nation will probably come to the north- 
ern part of the State, as the southern 
part has had it two terms in succession. 
Probably if Cook county presents an 
available candidate on his merits, and 
not as the candidate of a faction, he will 
be nominated and elected, but who he 
will be no mortal man can tell, and the 
best way IB to leave the selection in per- 
fectly good faith to the delegates elected 
for that purpose. 


SPRINGFIELD Journal: In his speech 


on the tariff bill last Wednesday, Con- 
gressman Mills made his chief point upon 
this statement: "To check importation is 
to check exportation." If there is noth- 
ing better than this in the Democratic 
stock of arguments against the revision 
bill, they may just as well ask for the 
vote to be taken immediately. Exporta- 
tion and importation have no reciprocal 
relation whatever. It is absurd to argue 
thai natipne will not buy of us if we put 
barriers in the way of their selling to us. 
An increase of nearly 8600,000,000 in the 
amount of our exports in the last ten 
years utterly refutes it. Nations never 
buy of each other on the principle of 
reciprocal accommodation. 
They buy 


because they want to buy. Great Brit- 
ain buys grain, cotton and provisions of 
us because she wants them. She would 
do the same if we bought nothing from 
her, and to just the extent she wanted 
our products; no more and no less. We 
buy coffee of Brazil, tea of China ard 
sugar of Cuba, all on a large scale, be- 
cause we want these articles; but these 
countries do not buy of us, and never 
have bought of us, half .as much as we 
buy of them.

There is no change in Decatar as to 


the miners. 'Ihey are still idle, and there 
is no immediate prospect of the men 
returning to work. Possibly the meeting 
to be held at Springfield this afternoon 
will result in a definite understanding as 
to future action. We learn that the 
Decatur mineis want to resume work 
bat cannot until they receive orders from 
the executive committee, as they are 
bound by their obligation as members of 
the United Mine Workers' Association 
which established the Columbus scale 
that took effect May 1st. 


Nearly all of the miners in the vicinity 


of Springfield have resumed work on an 
order of President Scaife, of the state as- 
sociation. They had previously got the 
operators to agree to pay 62% cents a 


ton, but the president's order was to go 
to work at 60 cents a ton. They reluc- 
tantly obeyed the order. 


It is understood that the Springfield 


operators will again offer to stand to their 
agreement to pay 62J^ cents with a uni- 
form \ -inch screen, and it is considered 
probable that the miners will accept the 
terms offered. It is also probable that 
the operators may offer to extend the 
time for a settlement at Pana and in 
Southern Illinois, and another adjust- 
ment beyond June 1. 


Christian Ohuroh Meeting. 


A third congregational meeting of the 


Church was held lart night to further 
consider the new church project which 
has been agitating this society for some 
months.

There was in Chinatown today a scene 


unique and heathenish, and which could 
only have taken place la San Francisco, 
which in itself is a distinction or a dis- 
grace, as it may be regarded. It was the 
funeral rites over the boily of Gy Ah 
Wy, who was shot in Chinatown. It 
proved beyond question the remarkable 
influence exercised by the notorious 
"Little Pete." The funeral was the 
greatest that has taken place in China- 
town for many years. No one conld be 
found who had seen a more ceremonious 
affair. 


Yet Gy Ah Wy was a most common- 


place individual, and the only distinction 
lie could claim was that of being a friend 
and supporter of the highbinders' agent 
and diplomat, "Little Pete." A great 
mandarian, even Consul But;, could not 
possibly have secured tmch a fanfaronade 
on his exit as did this humble follower of 
Pete. 


The funeral took place from Stockton 


street, near Washington, the headquar- 
ters of the deceased's society. A huge 
platform was built in the street (without 
a permit). It was covered with a canopy 
of white cloth of fine texture. The plat- 
form was loaded with all the delicacies 
to be found in Chinatown. Gy Ah Wy 
will probably have a post mortem attack 
of dyspepsia on his arrival in the other 
Horkl should he sample the dainties that 
were spread out for him on the platform. 


Tnero were whole carcasses of roast 


pig and goats. There were chickens and 
ducks' eggs and biida' nests, small fish 
and large fish, fish brought from China 
und fish smuggled from 
Sacramento. 


There were pies and puddings and a mag- 
nificent opium layout for Mr. Wy to 
smoke or for the appeasing deity to en- 
joy. There were plenty of victuals and 
opium for both. 


The coffin in which were the remains 


of the late lamented slave dealer and 
blackmailer lay in front. It was deco- 
rated with gold and silver and cost a 
fabulous sum, contributed by the high- 
binders. 


On a matting near at hand lay his 


«idow, who howled at the beginning, 
out who gradually reduced her lamenta- 
tions to a feeble squeak, uttered at long 
intervals of exhaustion. By her side lay 
the child and the dead man's brother. 
At a short distance away, but without 
matting, lay the dead man's three slaves, 
who also sent up hideous cries of grief. 
A high priest, dressed in raiment like 
unto Solomon's and glittering with jew- 
els, tortured a musical instrument like the 
bagpipes, and the second high priest beat 
cymbals furiously. A crowd of young 
Chinese women, dressed IK white silk, 
poured out tea over the platform and on 
the heads of the mourners, while another 
crow J of women from the houses of ill 
fame beat time with their hands and 
tried to weep. 


A large gang of men wandered about 


for blocks around casting forth the pa- 
pers through the holes of which the Chi- 
nese Jlephistopheles has to leap before 
lie can catch the spirit of the dead man. 
Before his satanic majesty could get 
through nil the holes it « as confidently 
beliuved that the dead man would have 
been safe in heaven. The ceremonies 
lasted two hours. 


At 1 o'clock the 
funeral started. 


There weie eight\ carriages, containing 
the leading highbinders, and an immense 
number of Chinese followed on foot.—
